Theze royalties will not begin
from some future Jdate after higher
courts have deliberated long over
the casec, but all persons who have
bullt flying machines using Janin's
method will have to pay rovalties
on all machines lhey ever have
mnade,

That mean= a big sum of money
was due Janin the day the declsion
wns handed down, and the chief
fab Janin now hos on hiz hands |Is
that of a collector.

When the news was hrought to
Janin he was muaking a kitchen
cabinet In a factory Ile has Lieen
making cablnets for fourtéen vears
working ecight hours a day in Rose-
bank, Staten Island When hie
work was over he went home to his
private shop where he worked on a
machine for filving over the water
and which could light on the waves
like a duck

When the Wrights were still
working with their gilding ma-
chines, Janin wa: working on his
type of flver Having spent his
childhood on the seashore. Janin
dld not care so much about Nying
on land He wanted to =ail over
the water. He wanted (o look
down on the ships and gull= and
that ! one reason he speciallzed
on the water flying machine. There
was =sti]]l anolther reason Tanin
had no long. sandy DLeach to Ny
over as the Wrights had, He had
to hustle for hls wife and family
gnd when a man i making only %35
2 day he hasn't time to go on a
leng vacation. The V. risht broth-
ers were bachelors and had noth-
ing to hold thern back.

As Janln expressed it, he is a
married man with seven children
and had something to spur him on.
Without a long sandy beach to fly
over Janin began to experiment on
fiying over the sen. The sca was
niear enough to hiz house to be
ready of access at all times for
trial flights, and so Janin just Lried

“He's a nut,” his neighbors sald.

He coared nothing for the ordi-
nary social activitles of Rosebanl,
When his work was over for the
man who paid him 306 a day he went
to work for Janin, and the result
was he developed a machine which
uitimately was good enough to pat-
ent, Thinking that his discoveries
were secure under the patent laws,
Janin took no precautlons to guunri
the secret of his invention. The
machine was built mueh like
Wright's aeroplane. It was not a
copy of the Wright machine, but
Brew up with Wright's aeroplane.
